In this very practical age there is a widespread demand for the adop- 
tion of uniform methods.in business, uniform systems of currency and 
weights and measures uniform laws in relation to many subjects, even a 
uniform language, and some people would have a uniform and simplified 
calendar, a uniform church, while the extremists in the ranks of labor would 
have all men and women become servants of the state, with no private 
ownership of property.~ ‘In a word, there is a growing tendency to stan- 
dardize everything that can be standardized without giving much : thought 
to the all-important question whether such standardizatiom would ultimate- 
ly prove to be of benefit to the human race. 


sary. The war emphasized that truth. Furthermore, standardization 
makes for economy in manufacture. Hardly anyone will deny that if it 
were possible to standardize all makes of agricultural. machinery, with all 
parts interchangeable, it would mean an enormous saving in time, labor 
and money. And what is true in regard to implements of agricultural 
production is seally true in many other lines, 


‘Efforts which have been put forth in recent years in Canada to bring 
about a larger degree of uniformity in legislation are also along the right 
line. With a Federal Parliament and nine Provincial Legislatures all 
Passing laws every twelve months, and in many instances all dealing with 
the same subject, the need for uniformity where it is at all possible is quite 
manifest if confusion is to be avoided and people enabled to have a clear 
understanding of the law. It is; therefore, gratifying to know that suc- 
cess is attending the efforts of those who are striving to bring about uni- 
form insurance laws, uniform laws governing companies, a uniform divorce 
law, and so on, The various movements to establish throughout Canada 
valborn qualifications for doctors, lawyers, dentists, school “a etc., 
_8o that persons qualified in any of these professions in one Province will be 

eligible to follow\them in another Province, are sane, sensible and economi- 
cally and nationally ~\ 


There are, however, gome demands for uniformity which should receive 
careful scrutiny and sérious consideration before they are complied with. 
Take, for example, the agitation for a common language. In the first 
place it is a waste of time because it is impractical. People will not re- 
linquish their mother tongue, and while #-is right and proper that in an 
English-speaking country every child should be obliged to learn English, 
and the teaching of English in every school should be insisted upon, it is 
the height of folly to expect all people to abandon the use of their native 
tongue. And to endeavor to provide a universal language for the world, 
whether it be English, or French, or Latin, or Esperanto, is futile. But 
even if it could be accomplished, would not the human race be the loser 
through such uniformity and the elimination of all the beauties of expres- 
sion of which every language has its share? Even admitting the practical 
advantages of a universal language, would not the losses resulting there- 
from more than offset the practical advantages gained? 


Then there are those who would have the metric or decimal system 
of weights, measures and coinage adopted all over the world, ~~ Others 
would reform the calendar and provide for a year of thirteen months, éach 
containing exactly four weeks, so that any given date would always fall 
on the same day of the weck; that is, if the Ist, 8th; 15th and 22nd of Janu- 
ary were Sunday, so, too, would the same dates in all the other months 
fall on Sunday, and what would be true of Sunday would be likewise true 
of every other day in the week, ‘These changes would, of course, have 
their advantages, but in view of the tremendous upheavel they would work 
in so many ways, their adoption is very remote, Little is to be gained, 
therefore, in wasting timte over them. 


But wherever it is possible to bring it about there should be uniformity 
in legislation within Canada. Such uniformity willtend to unify our 
people; it will have a tendency to develop that national spirit of which this 
Dominion stands so greatly in need. Quite as much as a protective tariff 
it will assist to develop interprovincial trade and @nable Canadian industrial 
and financial institutions to do a successful business in Canada, The three 


Prairie Provinces of the West have advanced along this line to a far greater 
extent than the rest of Canada, and their example may well be followed by 
the other Provinces, and also further developed here in the West.

@ ALLEGED DISCRIMINATION

Want Freight Rates

Ottawa.—Introduction of the ques- 
tion of 


alleged. discrimination in 
freight rates between the East and 
“West in the argument before the 


Government on the appeal from the 
railway commission, presents to some 
degree a new phase of the question, 
and there was some reason to anti- 
cipate that the case will be referred 
back to the commission. 

In the judgment of the board, this 
question was gohe into exhaustively. 
In ‘the argument now in progress 
here, it proves to be a very vital ele- 
ment in the case with a rather curi- 
ous conflict between different parties 
on the same side. It is not improb- 
oble that the case will be referred 
back to enable the question of dis- 
crimination to be looked into, ‘the 
railways contending that it dpes not 
exist, the western counsel holding 
that it does and part of counsel for 
eastern interests contending that it 
should obtain anyway. The way out 
may prove to be a re-hearing before 
the board, thus relieving the Govern- 
ment of the responsibility of ratify- 
ing the increase and also of the dis- 
tasteful. process of overruling the 
commission which is a very rare oc- 
currence, if the 1917 case can be re- 
garded as a precedent. Should there 
be a re-hearing the increased rates 
meanwhile will remain in force. 

While a variety of inferests are 
lined up against the railway rates inr 
crease and ask the Government to 
disallow it, the attack \is from diver- 
gent and rather conflicting angles. 
It is the old question of east and 
west. The railways seek a _ sharp 
increase in rates and they have got it 
from the tribunal which exercises 
jurisdiction over them, Provincial, 
munic®pal and commercial bodies are 
engaged in the appeal that seeks re- 
dress from the Government, but while 
the west wants rates determined in 
one way, the east wants it done an- 
other way. There is a variety of 
views, and a variety of issues raised 
and ‘his fact caused Sir James 
Lougheed to suggest that the appel- 
lants get together and determine just 
what points they desire the Govern- 
ment to pronounce upon. 

Both the eastern and western in- 
terests, on principle, oppose the in-

the Toronto Board of Trade, in to- 
day’s argument, held out strongly for 
the maintenance of the present sys- 
tem, whercby rates east of the lakes 
are lower than. those in the west. 
His contention was that, without this 
difference, the eastern manufacturer 
would be Shut out the ‘western 
market which would be opened to 
American competition. It is appar- 
ent that the lot of the Government 
will not be an easy one in developing 
such a modus operandi as will suit 
the varicty of appellant interests and 
concurrently minister to needs of the 
supposedly embarrassed utility. 
Manitoba has sent down a clever 
advocate in H. J. Syniington, whose 
address in opposition to the rate in- 
crease was easily the most elaborate. 
His contention was that the case 
must be decided on the necessities 
of the Canadian Pacific, and that it 
had not been shown that. that com- 
pany needed assistance. Namitting 
that assistance is necessary, it should 
not be granted till the disparity be- 
tween the east and west is received. 
Another notable point was that the 
rates should depend on the service 
rendered and this was linked up 
with the contention that operating 
costs on the west are lower, revenues 
higher and traffic denser, hence the 
rates should-at least be the same as 
in the east.

TO BE NEUTRAL 


HON. W. L. MACKENZIE KING 
SPEAKS AT VANCOUVER. 


Liberal Leader Says That This Is a 
Moment of Transition in Political 
Conditions. 


im 

Vancouver, B.C.—Before a_ great 
audience here which gave Hon. W., L. 
Mackenzie King and his colleagues a 
most enthusiastic reception and hear- 
ing, the leader of the Liberal party, 
addressing the second mecting of his 
tour of the western provinces, laid 
especial emphasis on the fundamental | 
difference in attitude, inethods and | 
outlook between the party in office at 
Ottawa and that of the Liberal party. 

This is a moment of transition in 
social and political conditions which 
will go far,to determine the whole 
future trend of Canada’s destiny as 
a nation, and no.man or woman, the 
Liberal chief declared, can afford to 
be neutral in his or her political al- 
legiance. The choice, he said, is be- 
tween those who are not afraid of 
change in the social order, and those 
who resist change, and between thosé 
who are progressive and those who 
are reactionary. He said that in 
these days of readjustment, little 
thought er attention had been given 
to domestic affairs, that since the 
election of 1911, there had been no 
occasion on which the people of Can- 
ada as a whole hadehad an opportun- 
ity of hearing national-issues discuss- 
ed with reference to those problems 
which are primarily of domestic con- 
cern. 

Hon. Mr. King discussed the leat 
ing questions of the day, the cost of 
living and the tariff, declaring that 
what is wanted is not taking of evi- 
dence but immediate reduction in 
prices of necessities of life; In re- 
gard to the high cost of living, Mr.

Matter Wilt Be Left in the Hands of 
Sir ‘Auckland Geddes to 
i Decide, 


Washington.—Appointment of a 
special Canadian minister plenipoten- 
tiary to the United States is under- 
stood to have been indefinitely post- 
poned, Canada’s interests in the 
United States thus will be left in the 
hands of the Sir Auckland Geddes, 
the British ambassador, who, because 
of his long residence in the Domin- 
ion, is regarded by the Canadians as 
having full personal knowledge of the 
aims and needs, of their country, 

Steps, looking to the appointment 
of.a Canadian minister, were at first 
taken some months ago, the Cana- 
dians feeling that because of the ur- 
gericy in rebuilding the trade and 
economic relations between the two 
countries were pressing need for di- 
rect action on the part of Canada in 
Washingten. 


The British Government actually 
assisted in an appointment being 
made, and estimates were passed, cov- 
ering such expenditures on Canadian 
behalf, The plan to establish a sep- 
arate Canadian minister in Washing- 
ton has been suspended, however, at 
least in execution, ‘ 

An element which has been comsid- 
ered in connection with direct Cana- 
dian representation in Washington is 
that Australia, South Africa and other 
British colonies and dominions might 
desire such representation, in fact, 
there was a movement in some of the 
dominions. for such representation, 
and the British Foreign Office was 
said to have taken the view that in- 
efficiency might result from-having 
several Dominion ministers in the 
United States.

Great Enthusiasm 
Over Sunflower Crop 


Large Areas in Alberta Were Sown 
to Sunflowers This Year. 

While the official crop reports con- 
tain statistics of record yields of 
wheat and oats. and other coarse 
grains in many parts of the province, | 
little has been said this year ‘about 
Alberta’s newest silage—sunfldwers. 
Yet, this crop, which has been prov- 
ed by experiments to be equal, ton 
for ton, to the best of the older silage 
crops, while the yield per acre is ap-! 
proximately double, has been cultivat- 
ed extensively in. Alberta’ this year, 
The exact acreage planted to this 
crop is not yet known, but very large 
areas in various paris of Alberta have | 
been sown to sunflowers this year, | 
and an abundant harvest is now be 
ing gathered in. i 

In every part of the province 
patches of sunflowers are to be found. 
These are now being cut and yields 
of from twenty to thirty-five tons to 
the acre obtained. New silos are fo 
be seen everywhere and in another 
twelve months time, provided farm- 
ers are still as enthusiastic as at pres- 
ent, the total number will be 
than doubled, 

The Cardston district of Southern 
Alberta may be taken as an example, 
Fight silos have been crected this 
year to take care of sunflowers on 
small arcas. So successful hag beer 
the crop that the farmers now plan 
the construction of one hundred more 
silos in 1921 when the area sown to 
this crop will be increased fram about 
50 to 1,000 acres,

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Threshing Returns 


Uniformly Good 


In Manitoba Considerable Fall Plow- 
ing Has Been Done. 


Throughout Central Saskatchewan 
and Alberta threshing operations 
have been going on with little inter- 
ruption for the past fortnight and in 
several districts over fifty per cent. of 
the grain is now in the granaries, 

in the 300 miles of territory between 
North Battleford and. Stony Plains, 
west of Edmonton, from Edmonton 
to Calgary and Edmonton to Atha- 
basca and Alliance, and from Hanna 
to Rosetown, thresher returns show 
the crops to be uniformly good, 
wheat running from 20 to 40 bushels 
aun acre and oats 60 to 70, while flax 
is yielding 12 to 20 bushels per acre. 

In the Red River valley of Mani- 
toba, farmers turned their attention 
to fall plowing as soon as they got 
their tlireshing done, and in some 
localities fifty per cent. of this work 
has already been done. Marketing 
of grain is being deferred in order 
that this important work shall not be 
interferred with, 

In Southern and Southwestern 
Manitoba good progress thas been 
made with threshing, there having 
having been little delay on account of 
rains. All crops are turning out 
well as a general rule. In Central 
Manitoba frequent showers have oc- 
curred since cutting and threshing 
has been considerably interferred 
with in some sections, but whereve 
it is possible the farmers are making 
the best of the situation by turning 
their men and outfits into the fields 
to plow. In this extensive grain 
growing section all grains are turn- 
ing out well, wheat yields running 
from 15 to 40 bushels per acre. 


Asbestos Long in Use. 

The silky fibre derived from certain 
rocks which we call’ asbestos was 
familiar to the ancient Greeks and 
Romans, and was commonly used by 
them to make fireproof yarn, fire- 
proof rope and fireproof cloth, These 
are the uses to which asbestos is 
chiefly put at the present time, It 
is only in the production of thread 
from this material that we have much 
improved upon the ancients. It js 
now spun so fine that a pound of as- 
bestos will yield two-thirds of a mile 
of thread. To “wash” a piece of as- 
bestos cloth one has only to put it 
into fire. That cleans it, 
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Moulting Fowls 


Sunflower Seeds Recommended For 
High Percentage of Oil. 


Feeding experiments with molting 
fowls, in. which the birds are allow- 
ed to stlect their own rations, show 
that theie natural appetite is not for 
a nitrogenous ration, as is commonly 
believed to be the case, but for one 
comparatively high in fattening quali- 
ties, This preference apparently is 
based upon the fact that while the 
fowl is growing its new coat of feath- 
ers it needs an extra amount of oil 
and the practical poultry feeder will 
see that the supply of this is ample. 

There is little danger of molting 
birds becoming overfat and for that 
reason it is safe to feed corn in as 
large proportion as the fowls care for 
it. In the case of fowls molting late 
in the fall, after cold weather sets in, it 
is probable that the preference for fat 
or oil in the ration is due in part to 
the need for extra fuel with which to 
keep the body warm, but even in 
warm weather the preference of the 
molting hen for fat in the ration is 
noticeable, 

Sunflower seeds, which are quite 
highly recommended for feeding to 
fowls at this season, owe their special 
value chiefly to the high percentage 
of oil which they contain and if they 
can be secured at a reasonable price 
are a desirable addition to the ration. 

Oil meal (linseed) is regarded as an 
especially desirable feed durig the 
molting season, partly because of the 
oil it contains, but more perhaps be- 
cause of the fact that it is of a cool- 
ing nature and helps to keep the 
bowels functioning naturally, About 
10 per cent. may safely be added to 
the mash mixture, One may use as 
high as 30 per cent. of oil meal in the 
mash, with no noticeable ill results, 
but there is no practical advantage in 
feeding it so heavily. 


Captain Fryatt’s Ship

Capt. Fryatt’s ship, the “Brussels,” 
has been sold at auction at the Baltic 
Shipping Exchange in London for 
$15,000, Many ship owners attended 
the sale, but bidding for the historic 
ship was not spirited. Sir Ernest 
Glover, representing the Ministry of 
Shipping, attended the sale and said 
a request had been received from the 
Belgian Government that a portion of 
the Brussels should be given to them 
for incorporation in a memorial to 
Capt. Fryatt which Belgium was 
erecting in Zeebrugge. The Govern- 
ment, it was announced, will apply 
the sum derived from the sale of the 
Brussels to some charitable purpose 
connected with Capt. Fryatt’s name. 


400 Miles by Canoe 


Winnipeg Men Return From Long 
Trip Through North. 

Four hundred miles by canoe in the 
wilds of Northern Manitoba has been 
the expericnce of two Winnipeg men, 
R. F. McWilliams and Prof. R. C, 
Wallace, commissioner of Northern 
Manitoba, who returned recently 
from the Hudson Bay. The trip 
Started at Norway House and the 
route down the Hayes River was that 
taken by the Selkirk settlers. Two 
Indians piloted the canoes.

Remarkable Growth: “ 
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Of British Columbia 
Salmon Fisheries 


In every part of the civilized world 
which man has brought under his 
thraldom, and in the very regions he 
is exploring and adding to the earth’s 
arca of utilitarian value, one will find 


the ubiquitous salmon can, and it is 
safe to say that the majority of these 
tins will be found to bear the name 
of some locality on the Canadian 
Pacific coast. In this era of cans 
and cold storage, methods are devised 
for preserving most edible commodi- 
ties and to British Columbia belongs 
the salmon. 

British Columbia leads the Domin- 
ion in’ the value of her fisheries ac- 
counting in 1919 for $15,216,397 of the 
total revenue of $31,348,084. More 
than two-thirds of this fish value is 
derived from the salmon catch which 
is valued at $10,919,959, and is easily 
the most important fish in catch and 
value in the Dominion’s fisheries. 
The salmon fishing industry is to-day 
a strong asset in Dominion revenue 
and one of the first activities of the 
Pacific coast, and is, incidentally, the 
largest fishing enterprise in the 
world. In a history of more than 
50 years of development, it has seen 
many fluctuations and depressions, 
and has emergéd successfully as an 
industry of prime importance, capable 
of yet greater expansion with further 
development, 

The first canning of Pacific salmon 
was on the Fraser River in 1863 
when a few cases were put up at New 
Westminster by a Mr. Annaldale. 
Though his efforts were on a very 
small scale ,the enterprise was suffi- 
cient to convince him there was a 
profitable field in the industry. The 
following winter he visited Scotland 
and persuaded Mr, Alexander Ewen 
to come to British Columbia and en- 
gage in the industry; in 1864 they ar- 
rived and from that day to the day. of 
his death in 1907, Mr. Ewen was the 
recognized leadér in the salmon in- 
dustry of British Columbia, 

Another pioneer of the industry in 
the province was William Hume who, 
after engaging in the business on the 
Sacramento River in California, 
transferred his activities to the Col- 
umbia River in British Columbia in

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1886, on learning that the fish gyere 
more plentiful there and the on 
longer. As he had> pioneered — the 
Sacramento, so he initiated the in- 
dustry on the Columbia and lived to 
see the pack there increase from 4,000 
cases the first season to 656,000 cases 
in 1884, which was the banner year. 

By 1883, the number of canneries 
oprating on the Columbia had in- 
creased to 39, but vast as was the 
supply it was unéqral to the demands 
made upon it. After 1884, a decline 
set in, and by 1900 the number of 
Plants had diminished. Since that 
time it has been necessary to resort 
to artificial propagation of salmon in 
the Columbia and its tributaries. 

Commercial canning on the Fraser 
River in 1876 was represented by 
three plants and the combined pack 
was 9,847 cases. By 1901 the num- 
ber of canneries had increased to 48, 
to which must be added 25 operating 
on the American side, in all 73 draw- 
ing their supply from the one stream. 
The principal pack in the early days 
was of the sockeye variety and in the 
pinnacle year of the industry, 2,400,- 
000 cases of 48 Ibs. were packed. This 
represented 30 per cent. of the entire 
world’s production of canned salmon 
that year, 

The year 1877 saw the commence- 
ment of canning operations on 
Skeena River, on Puget Sound, and 
on other streams, On Skeena River 
the induStry has grown and prosper- 
ed until to-day it is the principal sal- 
mon industry point of British Colum- 
bia. Puget Sound developed from 
5,500 cases in 1887 to 2,500,000 cases 
in 1913. 

By 1891 the combined salmon pack 
of the Pacific Coast canneries totalled 
1,592,975 cases. To-day the salmon 
canning industry on the coast com- 
prises well over 300 canning estab- 
lishments with a special investment 
of well over $50,000,000. The value 
of the annual output exceeds $100,- 
000,000, and-directly and indirectly 
it gives employment to a*vast army 
of workpeople. The history of 56 


years development is pithily summed 


up in the difference between 1 and 
303 canneries and from 2,000 to 10,- 
000,000 cases of annual output. 


To Connect Islands of Japan 


Can Have Any Shade Desired By| Tunnel Six Miles Long Will Be Com- 


Turning Switch. 

From London comes the annosnce- 
ment of the Daylight Reflector for 
use with artificial light. With it you 
can switch on daylight after dark. 
You can have noon sunlight, north 
skylight or any shade of daylight you 
desire in the wee sma’ hours by just 
turning the switch, It is no idle 
boast. It is already an accomplish- 
ed fact. backed up by the Illuminat- 
ing Engineers’ Society and the lead- 
ing electrical and -technical societies 
of Great Britain, - After decades of 
experimenting and investigation by 
electrical and scientific experts it re- 
mained for a portrait artist, Mr. 
George Sherringham, of London, by 
applying a few daubs of color to an 
electric reflector to reveal the elusive 
secret, 

Mr. Sherringham, during the dull 
days of winter, found that colors 
mixed by artificial light differed from 
those he mixed by daylight. More- 
over, unfinished color work begun 
during daylight could not be contin- 
ued under artificial light, because the 
proportions of colors that make up 
the supectrum from whence we get 
our dayilght changed materially when 
artificial light was turned on. Natur- 
ally, Mr, Sherringham’s colors looked 
altogether different, It was evident 
therefore, that @ radical change had 
taken place. The colors of daylight 
had changed their proportions. So 
Mr, Sherringham began experiment- 
ing with colors of the spectrum, i.e. 
red, orange, yellow, green, blue vio- 
let on the electric light reflectors, and 
in time he found the right propor- 
tions and produced daylight after
